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To  the  School  Committee  of  Canton,  Gentlemen: 

Complying  with  Section  49,  Art.  3,  of  the  School  Laws  of 
Maine,  the  following  report  upon  the  condition  of  the  town's 
schools  is  herewith  submitted,  together  with  certain  sug- 
gestions and  recommendations  which  the  writer  believes 
will,  if  carried  out,  improve  the  present  educational  situation. 

To  take  up  the  work  in  a  new  locality  at  a  time  when 
another's  plans  are  but  partly  consummated  and  appropri- 
ations partly  spent  is  not  as  easy  as  it  might  seem. 

Allowance  must  be  made  for  time  taken  to  make  new  ac- 
quaintances among  parents,  pupils,  and  teachers;  to  study 
local  conditions  with  local  needs  arising  therefrom,  and  to 
gain  an  intimate  working  knowledge  of  the  general  situ- 
ation as  it  actually  exists.  To  do  this  in  one  town  in  a  short 
time  is  difficult;  to  do  it  in  two  towns  at  practically  the 
same  time  is  more  difficult. 

The  functions  of  the  public  school — namely,  to  produce 
adequate  men  and  women  for  the  future — is  a  serious  prob- 
lem, one  that  should  never  be  approached  unadvisedly,  one 
that  cannot  be  worked  out  hastily.  Those  who  are  actively 
engaged  in  public  school  work  are  entitled  to  and  must 
have  the  cordial  cooperation  of  the  town's  citizenship  else 
their  work  with  the  results  obtained  will  fall  far  short  of 
what  they  ought  to  be. 

It  is  my  firm  conviction  that  taxpayers  and  citizens  gen- 
erally, owe  it  to  the  schools  as  well  as  to  themselves  to  keep 
informed  of  the  conditions  of  the  school  property  and  equip- 
ment, that  they  may  the  more  clearly  see  the  needs  of  the 
department  and  make  provision  for  them. 

Criticisms  and  suggestions  based  on  a  knowledge  of  con- 
ditions as  they  really  arc,  arc  welcome  and  many  times  help- 
ful ;  those  based  on  hearsay  or  made  hastily  and  without 
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knowledge  of  facts  are  harmful  and  often  a  positive  hin- 
drance to  good  work. 

Let  us  hope  that  another  year  shall  see  a  keener  interest 
manifest  in  public  school  affairs,  a  more  intimate  acquaint- 
anceship with  pupils,  teachers,  school  officials,  and  the  daily 
routine  of  school  life  together  with  the  condition  under 
which  that  life  is  being  lived. 

NEED  OF  INCREASED  ACCOMMODATIONS. 

The  -biggest  problem  we  have  to  face  is  that  of  providing 
sufficient  accommodations  for  the  high  school.  The  time  has 
come  when  something  must  be  done. 

There  are  now  thirty-eight  pupils  in  actual  attendance. 
Four  of  these  are  expected  to  graduate  in  June. 

It  is  expected  that  fourteen  pupils  from  present  ninth 
grades  will  enter  the  high  school  next  fall  in  addition  to 
those  who  may  come  from  nearby  towns.  Just  how  many 
of  these  latter  there  will  be  cannot  be  definitely  stated,  but 
it  is  reasonably  safe  to  count  on  at  least  six. 

If  this  estimate  is  right  the  high  school  next  September 
will  register  fifty-four.  The  present  seating  capacity  pro- 
vides for  forty-one  pupils.  This  cannot  be  increased  as  the 
room  already  contains  all  the  seats  it  can  with  any  degree 
of  comfort  and  convenience.  It  would  be  possible,  but  not 
desirable,  to  move  the  grammar  room  to  some  other  loca- 
tion leaving  the  entire  second  floor  at  the  disposal  of  the 
high  school. 

Without  doubt  the  best  solution  lies  in  the  erection  of  a 
high  school  building  containing  an  assembly  room,  at  least 
two  recitation  rooms,  office,  library,  laboratory,  and  gym- 
nasium. Such  a  building  might  be  erected  on  a  portion  of 
the  present  play-ground  but  a  better  plan  would  be  to  se- 
cure a  site  adjacent  to  the  play-ground,  if  possible,  and 
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preserve  the  latter  as  it  is.  However,  location,  type  of  build- 
ing, material  used  in  construction,  and  equipment  are  mat- 
ters concerning  which  the  taxpayers  should  have  ample  op- 
portunity to  express  themselves  and  settle  either  by  their 
own  votes  or  through  a  committee  or  commission  empow- 
ered to  act  for  them. 

That  some  action  be  taken  on  this  matter  is  imperative 
and  it  is  urgently  suggested  that  preliminary  steps  be  taken 
at  the  approaching  town  meeting. 

In  event  of  favorable  action,  it  is  further  suggested  that 
the  village  school  be  put  on  an  eight  grade  basis.  Each  of 
the  four  rooms  would  then  contain  two  grades.  This  would 
be  a  distinct  advantage  over  the  present  arrangement  per- 
mitting as  it  would,  a  closer  grading  productive  of  vastly 
better  results. 

HIGH  SCHOOL. 

For  the  first  time  in  its  history  the  high  school  is  offer- 
ing a  full  four  years'  course  preparatory  for  college.  The 
present  registration,  thirty-eight  pupils,  is  larger  than  ever 
before.  This  increase  is  partly  due  to  the  commendable  ef- 
forts of  the  principal  in  securing  tuition  students  from  sur- 
rounding towns.  It  is  confidently  predicted  that  with  in- 
creased accommodations  and  a  continuance  of  the  present 
standard  of  work  the  number  of  tuition  pupils  will  tend  to 
increase. 

In  spite  of  the  present  makeshift  conditions  under  which 
the  school  is  forced  to  do  its  work,  it  can  truthfully  be  said 
that  headway  is  being  made  and  in  the  right  direction.  The 
course  has  been  broadened,  temporary  laboratory  quarters 
have  been  provided,  some  new  equipment  added,  and  weak 
spots  generally  have  been  strengthened. 

Persons  who  know  past  conditions  better  than  the  writer 
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knows  them  have  said  that  never  before  has  the  high  school 
been  as  strong  as  it  is  today.  And  this,  in  spite  of  several 
handicaps. 

One  change  in  the  faculty  has  taken  place.  During  the 
late  summer  Mrs.  Partridge  resigned.  The  school  was  for- 
tunate enough,  however,  to  secure  the  services  of  Miss 
Miehels,  a  teacher  whose  experience,  strength  of  character 
and  ability  as  a  disciplinarian,  amply  justify  her  election. 
It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  both  the  principal,  whose  labors 
have  done  so  much  for  the  school,  and  Miss  Miehels  may  be 
persuaded  to  remain  with  us. 

Too  frequent  changes  among  teachers  is  a  weakness  in 
any  school  system.  A  good  teacher  is  a  valuable  asset  to 
any  school  and  should  be  retained  even  if  some  financial 
sacrifice  is  involved. 

It  maj'  be  necessary  to  employ  a  third  teacher  in  the  fall ; 
it  probably  will  be,  and  to  this  end  it  is  recommended  that 
the  appropriation  for  the  high  school  be  increased. 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS. 

These  schools  are  improving.  There  are  several  reasons 
for  this  improvement. 

One  is  that  the  teaching  force  has  been  strengthened. 
Another  lies  in  the  fact  that  some  readjustment  of  studies 
has  been  made,  and  for  the  third  reason  the  use  of  newer 
and  better  text-books  may  be  cited. 

Last  October  it  was  decided  to  try  the  half  session  plan 
in  the  primary  room  at  the  village  school.  By  this  plan 
one  half  the  pupils  attend  school  in  the  morning  only,  the 
other  half  in  the  afternoon.  There  are  some  valid  objec- 
tions to  this  arrangement  but  the  advantages  seem  to  have 
outweighed  the  disadvantages.  In  the  main  the  plan  is 
working  well  and  meeting  with  favor. 

Encouraged  by  this  success  it  was  decided  to  try  a  similar 
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plan  in  the  intermediate  room.  This  change  has  been  too 
recently  made  to  state  the  results  with  certainty.  Mora 
opposition  has  been  encountered  than  in  the  first  instance 
but  this  was  expected. 

In  all  probability  the  present  objections  will  be  overcome, 
one  by  one,  and  the  change  regarded  in  a  more  favorable 
light.  It  is  only  right  that  time  be  allowed  for  a  fair  trial 
before  judgment  is  passed. 

A  number  of  other  changes  calculated  to  increase  the  ef- 
ficiency of  the  grade  work  are  in  mind  and  will  be  made  as 
occasion  warrants. 

BUILDINGS  AND  REPAIRS. 

A  joint  committee  of  the  National  Council  of  Education 
and  of  the  American  Medical  Association  declares  itself  as 
follows : 

"It  is  the  conviction  of  the  joint  committee  that  there 
is  no  more  important  health  problem  in  education  than  that 
which  relates  to  the  sanitation  of  the  rural  school." 

"Both  the  city  child  and  the  country  child  need  fresh 
air,  good  light,  clean,  wholesome,  and  attractive  surround- 
ings." 

"Neglect  of  anything  essential  for  health  in  construction, 
materials,  arrangement,  and  equipment  of  the  country 
school  building  is  an  educational  sin  of  omission,  if  not  a 
social  and  civic  crime." 

Following  is  a  list  of  features  considered  to  be  the  essen- 
tials of  a  good  rural  school  plant : 

1.  An  abundance  of  good  air. 

2.  Cleanliness. 

3.  Pure  water  and  plenty  of  it. 

4.  Disposal  of  sewage. 

5.  Proper  lighting. 
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6.  Hygienic  furniture,  books,  and  equipment. 

7.  Screening  against  insects. 

Admitted  that  these  seven  features  largely  constitute  a 
standard  for  rural  schools  let  us  measure  our  schools  by  it. 

Good  air  should  be  supplied  from  outdoors  at  all  times. 
This  air  should  be  heated  (not  over  70  degrees)  and  kept  in 
motion  by  a  heater  or  jacketed  stove.  These  conditions  are 
met  in  each  of  the  rural  schools  in  this  town. 

Each  is  equipped  with  a  large  modern  heater. 

The  ventilation  of  the  village  school  and  regulation  of 
heat  might  well  be  improved.  "Window  ventilators  have  been 
installed  and  conditions  improved  but  are  not  yet  what  they 
should  be.  A  system  of  thermostat  control  of  the  heating 
might  be  installed  to  good  advantage. 

Cleanliness.  The  school  buildings  of  Canton  are  generally 
clean  and  well  kept. 

Water.  In  all  the  town  schools  water  has  to  be  carried 
from  neighboring  property.  It  is  usually  kept  in  an  open 
pail  but  in  some  cases  in  what  purports  to  be  a  cooler. 

This  is  not  right  nor  are  individual  drinking  cups  en- 
tirely satisfactory.  A  sanitary  bubbling  fountain  should  be 
provided  for  each  school.  These  may  be  bought  for  about 
$10  each. 

Disposal  of  Sewage.  The  present  toilet  arrangements 
are  wholly  unfit  for  use  and  constitute  a  positive  menace  to 
public  health.  At  that  they  are  probably  no  worse  than 
in  90  per  cent  of  all  other  rural  schools  in  the  country. 
That  doesn't  justify  them  however.  It  is  perfectly  proper 
that  the  public  school  should  take  the  lead  in  a  campaign 
having  for  its  object  the  improvement  of  domestic  and  per- 
sonal hygiene,  the  one  great  problem  of  rural  life.  There 
is  a  sizable  balance  remaining  in  the  repairs  account  this 
year.    It  is  suggested  that  this  balance  be  applied  to  the 
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installation  of  modern  sanitary  chemical  closets  and  the 
usual  appropriation  be  made  to  cover  contemplated  repairs 
of  other  kinds. 

Proper  Lighting.  It  is  universally  declared  by  all  com- 
petent authority  that  all  rural  schoolrooms  and  all  school- 
rooms not  located  in  congested  city  districts  should  be 
lighted  from  one  side  rather  than  from  two.  Whether  the 
light  should  be  admitted  from  the  east  or  from  the  west 
depends  upon  local  surroundings.  Dependence  upon  light 
from  the  north  or  from  the  south  is  undesirable. 

The  school  at  Wymanville  was  constructed  with  proper 
lighting  in  view ;  the  one  at  Gilbertville  has  been  remodeled, 
the  light  being  admitted  from  the  left  and  rear. 

If  this  change  is  considered  necessary  or  even  desirable 
there  is  no  reason  why  it  isn't  equally  necessary  at  the 
Canton  Point  and  village  schools.  Surely,  eye  strain  is  as 
injurious  to  one  class  of  pupils  as  it  is  to  another. 

During  the  past  year  the  outside  of  the  Gilbertville  school 
has  been  painted,  and  a  new  heater  installed. 

The  ceiling  at  Wymanville  has  been  repaired,  a  portion 
of  the  grammar  room  at  the  village  has  been  partitioned  off 
and  fitted  as  a  laboratory  and  numerous  minor  repairs  made. 

Because  of  the  improved  heating  and  lighting  at  Gil- 
bertville the  sum  of  $150  has  been  given  the  town  from  the 
Equalization  Fund  of  the  State,  the  same  to  be  applied  to 
the  repairs  account.  Th's,  in  a  measure,  explains  the  bal- 
ance in  that  account  this  year. 

Two  hundred  forty  dollars  has  also  been  allotted  from 
the  same  fund  for  sustaining  the  increase  in  the  length  of 
the  school  year  and  teachers'  wages.  This  latter  sum  ap- 
plies to  the  common  school  fund. 
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MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

The  vacation  season  is  usually  the  healthiest  season  of  the 
year  for  school  children.  Infant  diseases  are  apt  to  be 
numerous  in  the  summer  months  and  the  death  rate  higher 
than  at  other  times  of  the  year,  but  for  school  children  dis- 
eases and  death  are  usually  at  their  lowest  during  June, 
July  and  August.  Early  in  September  these  children,  having 
spent  most  of  their  time  for  three  months  in  the  open  air 
and  sunshine,  are  by  law  forced  to  congregate  in  school- 
rooms more  or  less  crowded  for  six  hours  each  day,  openly 
exposed  to  the  dangers  of  contagion  and  infection  by  dis- 
ease.. Teachers  are  not  physicians.  Warning  signs  that 
could  not  escape  the  trained  eyes  of  the  doctor  are  many 
times  unnoticed  by  the  teacher.  Without  competent  inspec- 
tion physical  conditions  may  arise  that  can  be  corrected 
only  by  time  and  expense  or  even  worse,  actual  physical 
disability  may  result. 

Each  year,  as  the  season  advances,  the  absences  caused' 
by  colds,  sore  throat,  or  actual  sickness  increase  steadily, 
until  by  March  many  of  these  very  pupils  who  entered 
school  in  September  rosy-cheeked,  alert,  mentally  active, 
physically  and  generally  "fit",  become  pale,  indolent,  in- 
active, and  physically  unfit. 

Medical  inspection  prevents  this  in  a  large  measure.  Do 
we  not  owe  it  to  the  youth  of  today  to  employ  every  pos- 
sible means  to  make  the  conditions  under  which  they  live,  in 
school  and  out,  as  favorable  as  need  be  to  clean,  wholesome, 
healthful,  happy  lives? 

It  is  recommended  that  a  sufficient  appropriation  be  made 
to  provide  for  medical  inspection. 

The  several  recommendations  made  in  this  report  are  re- 
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peated. 

The  erection  of  a  high  school  building. 
A  change  to  an  eight-grade  basis. 
Increased  appropriation  for  the  high  school. 
Sanitary  drinking  fountains. 
Sanitary  chemical  toilets. 
Medical  inspection. 

The  following  appropriations  are  also  recommended: 


Common  schools,  $2,100  00 

Text-books  and  supplies,  550  00 

Repairs,  550  00 

High  school,       '  1,000  00 

Medical- inspection,  100  00 


The  object  of  this  report  has  been  to  set  forth  conditions 
exactly  as  they  are ;  to  remedy  and  not  to  conceal.  Atten- 
tion is  directed  to  the  report  of  the  high  school  principal 
and  to  the  accompanying  table  of  statistics. 

The  aim  of  the  school  officials  is  to  give  the  best  possible 
service  that  time  and  conditions  permit,  to  the  end  that  each 
year  shall  be  one  of  educational  progress.  It  must  be  borne 
in  mind  that  the  hope  of  good  schools  does  not  rest  so  much 
with  the  school  committee,  the  superintendent,  or  the  teach- 
ers as  it  does  in  the  educational  policy  of  the  general  pub- 
lic. The  schools  can  grow  no  faster  than  the  public  mind 
permits. 

In  the  great  work  in  which  we  are  engaged,  that  of  train- 
ing the  boys  and  girls  of  Canton  to  think  pure  thoughts, 
live  clean  lives,  become  honest,  honorable,  industrious  men 
arid  women,  may  we  have  the  cordial  cooperation,  the  finan- 
cial and  moral  support  of  the  community. 

C.  E.  (J LOVER,  Supt.  of  Schools. 
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To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  Citizens  of  Canton: 

I  beg  to  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  Principal  of 
Canton  High  School.  It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  am  able  to 
state  that  we  are  now  classed  with  the  best  high  schools  of 
the  State,  in  that  our  course  of  study  now  covers  four  years, 
and  we  are  approved  in  Class  A  by  the  State  Department 
of  Education. 

We  are  offering,  as  last  year,  two  courses  of  study,  the 
English,  and  the  College  Preparatory.  The  College  Pre- 
paratory course  is  really  outlined  for  all  schools  by  the  col- 
leges of  New  England,  thus  fitting  the  pupils  taking  that 
course  to  enter  any  of  the  colleges.  This  course  we  are 
unable  to  alter  to  any  great  extent.  The  English  course, 
however,  has  been  changed  from  last  year,  and  I  believe 
at  the  present  time  we  have  one  of  the  best.  I  had  felt,  up 
to  this  year,  that  we  were  not  meeting  the  needs  of  those  boys 
and  girls  who  did  not  intend  to  continue  their  education 
beyond  the  school  system  of  this  town.  This  year  we  have 
tried  to  make  it  as  practical  as  possible.  We  have  intro- 
duced a  course  in  Bookkeeping  and  Business  Arithmetic. 
Each  pupil  taking  this  course  carries  on  a  regular  business 
for  himself,  a  school  bank  has  been  established  and  all  busi- 
ness transactions  are  carried  on  under  my  supervision.  The 
science  courses  have  also  been  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the 
pupil  who  does  not  intend  to  go  to  college. 

The  school  year  opened  with  an  enrollment  of  forty-three 
pupils,  fifteen  of  whom  are  paying  tuition.  There  are  four 
who  graduate  in  June  and  as  there  will  be  a  large  entering 
class  next  fall,  the  problem  of  room  accommodations  is  a 
serious  one.    This  year,  in  order  to  get  a  room  suitable  for 
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laboratory  purposes,  we  were  forced  to  partition  off  a  part 
of  the  grammar  room,  which  answered  very  well  for  this 
year,  but  of  course  can  be  only  a  temporary  arrangement. 
Truly,  I  can  see  but  two  possible  solutions  to  the  problem, 
either  take  the  whole  upper  floor  for  high  school  purposes 
(then  the  grade  problem  remains  unsolved)  or  build  a  new 
high  school  building. 

We  have  added  quite  extensively  to  our  chemical  apparat- 
us this  year,  and  as  the  physical  apparatus  was  purchased 
last  year,  we  are  able  to  do  very  efficient  work  in  these  sub- 
jects providing  we  are  given  the  proper  space.  We  should 
also  have  better  library  facilities  and  reference  books. 

I  believe  this  has  been  a  most  successful  school  year,  and 
it  is  due  to  a  great  degree  to  the  valuable  suggestions  of 
Mr.  Glover  and  the  faithful  work  of  Miss  Michels,  and  the 
cooperation  of  the  pupils  and  parents.  Mr.  Glover  has 
proved  to  be  a  man  of  exceptional  ability,  having  a  wonder- 
ful grasp  of  educational  problems,  and  my  work  with  him 
has  been  very  pleasant  indeed.  Miss  Michels  is  faithful, 
conscientious,  efficient,  and  untiring.  We  were  very  fortu- 
nate in  securing  her  services. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  the  school  authorities,  the  citi- 
zens, and  the  pupils,  for  the  kindness,  sympathy,  and  con- 
sideration given  me  in  a  year  of  trying  circumstances.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Canton,  Gentlemen: 

Complying  with  Section  49,  Article  3,  of  the  School 
Laws  of  Maine,  the  school  report  for  the  town  of  Canton 
is  hereby  submitted,  together  with  such  suggestions  and 
recommendations  as  seem  worthy  of  consideration. 

The  aim  of  education  is  to  make  right  living  a  habit  so 
that  our  minds  will  be  alert  and  able  to  cope  with  the  vari- 
ous problems  that  life  presents.  In  order  to  train  minds 
with  this  aim  in  view  four  things  are  necessary :  well 
equipped  schools,  efficient  teachers,  co-operation  of  parents 
and  neighbors,  and  thoughtful  supervision. 

The  first  is  a  question  for  the  tax-payers  to  decide,  for 
upon  them  depends  the  amount  of  money  to  be  used  in  mak- 
ing our  schools  up-to-date,  comfortable,  healthy  homes.  The 
choice  of  teachers  is  left  to  the  school  board  and  their  agent, 
the  superintendent  of  schools.  It  is  no  easy  task  to  find 
and  secure  teachers  who  will  make  the  most  of  a  school,  be 
it  well  equipped  or  otherwise.  It  is  still  less  easy  to  find 
those  who  have  at  heart  the  future  of  the  children.  If  the 
teacher  is  to  be  successful  she  is  entitled  to,  and  much  de- 
pendent on,  the  co-operation  of  the  parents  and  citizens  in 
her  school  vicinity.  A  knowledge  of  the  work  actually  being 
done  in  school  establishes  a  real  interest  in  that  school  and 
its  teacher.  A  bond  of  friendliness  between  pupil,  parent, 
and  teacher  means  that  a  greater  value  is  placed  on  each  in- 
dividual's work  and  a  keener  desire  to  make  a  perfect 
whole  rests  on  a  firm  foundation.  If  thoughtful  supervision 
on  the  part  of  the  school  board  and  the  superintendent  is 
added  to  the  above,  slight  mistakes  can  be  remedied,  great- 
er ones  prevented  and  a  smooth-working  system  brought 
about.

School  System. 

It  seems  to  me  that  one  of  the  great  problems  of  this 
town  is  lack  of  a  regular  school  system.  Each  school  is  a 
unit  instead  of  being  part  of  a  unit.  Every  school  is  a  little 
world  of  its  own  with  little  or  no  knowledge  of  what  is  going 
on  in  the  other  schools  of  the  town,  and  no  interest  in  any 
school  but  their  own.  Now,  if  a  system  can  be  established 
so  that  it  is  the  whole  and  the  various  schools  component 
parts  of  that  whole,  working  out  the  same  curriculum,  and 
striving  to  obtain  credit  under  a  common  standard,  do  you 
not  see  of  how  great  advantage  it  would  be?  Competition 
adds  zest  to  work — thereby  assuring  better  daily  attend- 
ance and  keener  interest.  More  work  could  then  be  covered 
and  a  better  preparation  for  high  school  work  be  assured. 
Every  pupil  would  have  covered  the  same  course  of  study 
and  therefore  when  entering  the  freshmen  class  could  meet 
the  other  members  of  his  class  on  an  equal  basis.  I  ask  your 
consideration  of  this  matter  and  your  co-operation  in  estab- 
lishing an  up-to-date  system  that  will  receive  recognition  as 
such  by  the  State  authorities. 

Teaching  Force. 

In  the  Canton  High  School  the  faculty  consists  of  Fred- 
erick J.  Pope,  Principal,  and  Nellie  B.  Michels,  assistant. 
Mr.  Pope  has  received  his  training  in  Colby  College  and  is 
proving  very  successful  in  his  work  here.  Miss  Michels,  A. 
M.,  who  is  a  Bates  graduate,  is  an  able  assistant  and  work  is 
progressing  well. 

In  the  common  schools  of  our  town  there  are  six  teach- 
ers employed,  four  of  whom  have  normal  training — the 
other  two  are  high  school  graduates. 

Experienced  teachers  are  of  much  greater  value,  or- 
dinarily, -than  inexperienced,  untrained  ones.  Some  who 
wish  to  enter  the  profession  of  teaching  can  not  afford  a 
normal  course  until  they  have  taught  school  a  year  or  two  to 
finance  further  education  on  their  part.  A  training  class 
in  connection  with  our  high  school  would  be  of  inestimable 
value  to  such.  It  is  a  one  year's  course  in  professional 
training  and  requires  but  one  instructor. 
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Salary. 

As  there  has  been  an  advance  of  from  25  to  33  1-3  per 
cent  in  living  expense  during  the  past  year,  Ave  should  pre- 
pare ourselves  for  next  year  in  the  matter  of  salary. 

There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  next  year's  de- 
mand on  finances  will  be  even  greater  than  this  year's.  An- 
other reason  for  providing  for  larger  salaries  next  year  is 
that  that  is  our  most  substantial  way  of  showing  our  ap- 
preciation of  the  services  rendered  by  our  teachers.  If  a 
teacher  is  worth  keeping  she  is  worth  an  increase  in  salary. 

There  is  no  reason  why  standardization  can  not  be  ap- 
plied in  this  matter  of  salary.  Set  a  minimum  amount — 
say  for  inexperienced  teachers — with  a  stated  yearly  in- 
crease until  a  certain  maximum  is  reached,  provided  the 
teacher  is  retained.  In  this  way,  the  teachers  know  on  what 
to  depend  and  are  better  satisfied.  A  satisfied  teacher  ren- 
ders better  service. 

We  need  the  best  instructors  in  this  town,  so  let  us 
not  allow  them  to  go  elsewhere  for  the  sake  of  a  few  dol- 
lars. Our  boys  and  girls  are  our  best  and  surest  invest- 
ment, therefore,  let  us  do  our  best  by  them. 

Text-Books  and  Supplies. 

In  order  that  the  children  in  the  different  schools 
may  have  equal  advantages  and  meet  on  the  same  level  as 
scholars,  the  same  text-books  must  be  used  in  all  our  schools. 
The  schools  of  Canton  are  fairly  well  provided  with  stand- 
ardized text-books  but  improvement  can  be  made  in  the 
reading  material  for  grades  above  the  fifth.  The  geogra- 
phies need  to  be  standardized.  We  have  on  hand  an  excel- 
lent supply  of  supplementary  reading  books — well  chosen 
and  suitable  ftir  fourth  to  seventh  grades,  but  we  lack  for 
material  in  the  seventh  and  eight  grades. 

We  are  in  great  need  of  a  supply  room  large  enough 
to  contain  all  our  text-books  and  school  apparatus.  The 
present  accommodations  are  very  inadequate,  many  of  the 
unused  books  having  to  be  kept  on  tables  or  under  tables. 
Because  of  this,  no  doubt,  books  have  strayed  away  and  the 
supply  lias  to  be  replenished  more  often  than  need  be. 
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Buildings  and  Repairs. 

It  is  expected  that  during'  the  coming  year  the  lighting 
system  of  the  Canton  Point  school  will  be  changed  to  meet 
with  State  approval.  The  Wyman  school  ceiling  needs  some 
slight  repairs,  and  minor  repairs  are  needed  at  the  Gilbert  - 
ville  school.  Generally  speaking  the  schools  of  Canton  are 
in  good  condition. 

Bubbling  fountains  have  been  installed  in  the  village 
school  and  in  the  Gilbertville  school.  This  is  a  great  im- 
provement over  the  former  method  and  is  a  marked  step 
toward  sanitation. 

Special  Needs. 

The  greatest  need  of  the  town  is  more  room  in  the  vil- 
lage building.  The  grammar  department  is  overcrowded 
to  a  great  degree,  there  being  about  fifty  pupils  registered. 
This  makes  too  many  children  for  one  teacher  to  work 
with,  especially  as  they  are  in  three  different  grades.  Neither 
teacher  nor  pupil  can  do  his  best  work  under  such  condi- 
tions. When  the  end  of  the  year  comes  the  eighth  grade 
can  not  possibly  be  well  prepared  to  enter  high  school: 

The  same  overcrowded  condition  exists  in  the  high 
school,  there  being  forty-five  pupils  in  a  room  that  should 
accommodate  not  more  than  thirty.  Although  high  school 
students  can  adapt  themselves  to  such  conditions  more  readi- 
ly than  grammar  grade  boys  and  girls,  still  they  are  work- 
ing under  great  disadvantage.  Air  space  is  about  50  per 
cent  what  it  should  be ;  and  ventilation  is  extremely  poor. 
What  we  need  is  an  addition  to  the  village  school — or  some 
other  solution  to  this  problem.  I  earnestly  ask  you  to  con- 
sider this  matter  and  decide  definitely  on  some  method  of 
bettering  the  existing  overcrowded  conditions. 

Summary. 

By  way  of  summary,  the  recommendations  made  in  this 
report  are  here  repeated. 

That  a  regular  school  system  meeting  with  State  ap- 
proval be  planned  and  adopted. 

That  salaries  be  increased  and  standardized. 
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That  a  complete  standardization  of  text-books  be  made. 

That  adequate  accommodation  be  furnished  for  the 
text-books  and  other  school  apparatus  of  the  town. 

That  provision  be  made  for  eliminating  the  overcrowd- 
ed condition  now  existing  in  the  village  school. 

The  following  appropriations  are  recommended: 


Common  schools,  $2,500 

Text-books  and  supplies,  650 

Repairs,  200 

Medical  inspection,  100 

High  school,  1,000 


The  aim  of  this  report  is  to  set  forth  the  needs  of  the 
schools  in  this  town  and  the  benefit  that  would  be  derived 
from  standardization. 

The  acquaintance  of  the  present  supervisor  with  the 
schools  of  Canton  being  of  short  standing,  it  is  most  diffi- 
cult to  know  all  the  special  needs.  However,  the  most  im- 
portant ones  have  been  mentioned,  and  it  is  the  earnest  hope 
of  the  writer  that  with  your  co-operation  these  needs  may  be 
supplied.

REPORT  OF  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 


To  the  Superintending  School  Committee  and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town 
of  Canton: — 

I  hereby  submit  to  you  my  first  report  as  Principal  of 
your  High  School. 

We  have  endeavored,  in  our  work  at  the  High  School 
this  year,  to  follow  the  same  plan  as  has  been  pursued  in 
the  past  few  years  of  bringing  the  school  up,  and  holding  it 
on  an  equal  with  any  other  class  A  high  school  of  its  size. 
Through  the  efforts  of  those  in  charge  in  the  past  it  has 
progressed  rapidly,  and  we  feel  that  it  has  reached  a  po- 
sition where  it  is  capable  of  fitting  the  student  to  enter 
college  and  do  satisfactory  work.  And  the  student  whose 
education  ends  with  the  high  school  has  not  been  forgotten, 
for  the  course  of  study  has  been  arranged  so  that  he  may 
obtain  instruction  along  lines  which  will  be  of  practical  use 
to  him  in  the  future.  There  are  two  courses  of  study  of- 
fered. The  Classical,  fitting  the  student  to  enter  college ; 
and  the  English,  giving  him  a  more  general  education,  and 
including  some  commercial  work. 

There  are  fifty  students  enrolled  in  the  High  School 
this  year,  fifteen  of  which  came  from  out  of  town.  The  av- 
erage attendance  during  the  year  has  been  cut  down  some- 
what due  to  sickness,  and  by  the  absence  of  boys  obliged 
to  work  on  farms. 

->  The  school  spirit  is  excellent.  The  student  body  take 
hold  of  school  activities  with  an  enthusiasm  which  is  bound 
to  bring  results.  Baseball  is  the  major  sport,  and  they  are 
all  looking  forward  to  a  successful  team  in  the  spring. 

The  work  of  Miss  Nellie  Michels,  the  assistant,  is  wor- 
thy of  your  praise.  She  is  a  teacher  of  broad  experience, 
with  an  excellent  education,  and  is  capable  of  obtaining  very 
good  results  from  her  instruction. 
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There  is  one  thing  which  we  lack,  and  that  is  sufficient 
room.  The  assembly  room  is  capable  of  holding  only  forty- 
two  at  the  most,  and  consequently  there  is  considerable  con- 
gestion, and  a  lack  of  efficiency  resulting.  It  is  obvious 
that  the  school  has  outgrown  its  quarters.  I  believe  that 
the  majority  of  the  citizens  realize  this,  and  are  willing  to 
remedy  the  condition  as  soon  as  possible. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  the  school  committee,  the 
parents,  and  the  citizens  for  their  hearty  cooperation  and 
support.
